BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA:

NEW SECTION. Section 1. Appropriation. The following amounts are appropriated from the general

fund for fiscal years 2008 and 2009 to provide expenses for public education specialists and operating expenses
for the department of justice to promote education on avoiding identity theft and helping law enforcement respond
to identity theft complaints:
